Indian Berial Customs. 


From the Truckee Republican. 


Each tribe of Indians on the Pa- 
cific slope has its own particular cus- 
tems and manners. When the old 
squaw died who was hurt by Wm. 
Hart, all of that portion of the Washoe 
tribe who winter in this vicinity, 
immediately departed for one of the 
mountains tothe south of town. It 
is customary for them to go to one of 
the very highest in the vicinity, but 
owing to the deep snow they were 
only able to reach one of the high 
wooded bluffs. Here they spent a 
whole day in exhortations and lamen- 
tations—while their medicine man 
went through his strange incantations. 
They, then returned and deserted 
the camp where the old squaw had 
lived. They always move a camp 
whenever there is a death; if they are 
only able to goa few hundred yards 
on account of the deep snow they 
make the change. The next step 
was to bury the deceased in the centre 
of the old wigwam where she had 
lived. They buried all her old gar- 
ments, trinkets and beads with her, 
and left a large mound in the centre 
of the deserted hut, which is now in 
an abandoned Indiantown. After the 
snow is gone, in accordance with 
their time honored custom, they will 
burn the but over the grave, and leave 
their old gray haired ancestor to sleep 
her endless sleep of death.
